THE HEWITT BILL USED. 
The rem ainder of the bill is made 
up entirely of the leading features of 
the old Hewitt adm inistrative bill. 
Such is the sim ilarity clause and pro­ 
visions intended to guard against the 
smuggling and exem pting of theatrical 
scenery and wardrobes when intended 
for tem porary use in the United 
States, and tourists’ wearing apparel. 
There is a clause providing for the 
taxation of cartons or coverings, and 
sections intended to prevent false in­ 
voice aud undervaluations, aud pro­ 
viding for the punishm ent of persons 
guilty of these offenses; the extension 
of 
warehouse privilege 
to three 
years; the abolition of allowances 
for damage in warehouses; abolition 
of all feeR upon entries of imported 
goods and requirem ents that invoices 
shall be submitted to the United 
States consular officers before export­ 
ation to the United States; the sec­ 
tions relative to appeals in customs 
cases and lim iting the time witbiu 
which such suits can be brought; the 
bestowal of sole jurisdiction in trial of 
suits against United States collectors 
upon United States Circuit Courts, 
and a penalty clause directed against 
the attem pted bribery of customs 
officers. 


ESTIMATE OF THE REDUCTIONS. 
The lateet estimates made by the 
Comm ittee on Ways and M eans of 
the probable reduction in revenue 
that would be effected by the passage 
of the bills arc as follows: Chemicals 
$730,000, China and glass $1,600 000, 
cottons $277,000, provisions $500,000 
(approximate), woolen goods $12,300­ 
000, sundries $1,000,000, paper $2,500­ 
000, sugars $11,000,000, hem p, flax 
and jute $1,800,000, metals $1,500,000 
(approxim ated). Free list$22,250,000. 
This would make a reduction of about 
$53,000,000. 
Chairman Mills said to day that 
internal revenue changes had been 
purposely excluded from the bill. 
The Democratic mem bers were still

dealing specifically

THE OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 
The Coroner’s jury investigating the 
causes of the explosion of the steamer 
Julia, visited the wharf this afternoon 
and viewed the bursted boiler which 
has been recovered from the wreck. 
On thoir return Chief E nginter Kutz, 
of the United 8tates Navy, was called 
and testified that he believed the to il­ 
er was ruptured by the front tube 
heads pulling out, thus throwing the 
whole pressure on the back tube 
sheet, the shell of the boiler causing 


one tube yields, the load it has been 
sustaining is put on the nearest tubes. 
The fact that there are bnt six tubes 
rem aining in the front tube head, 
shows that the others pulled out and 
are^ gone.

diagonal, and I noticed in one place 
lamination of the iron.

O t t a w a , Ont., M arch 1.—The re­ 
port of the royal commission on rail­ 
ways, which body for the last two 
years has been inquiring into import­ 
ant railway m atters w ith a view to 
legislative action, was presented in 
the House of Commons yesterday a f­ 
ternoon. 
Regarding what are known 
as the inter-railway disputes, 
the 
commission says th at special legisla­ 
tion in each particular case of expro­ 
priation is not desirable, but recom­ 
mend that such questions be decided 
by some properly constituted tribunal* 
They say th a t legislation is required 
to establish an independent tribunal 
with power to deal with disputes be­ 
tween railway companies relativo to 
croseings, rights of way and so forth, 
and whose decisions should be fin al: 
that uniform classification rates sh ould 
be established and m aintained by all 
companies, subject to adoption if de­ 
sired by them of the American classi­ 
fication for through traffic to and 
from tho states and that com panies 
m ay establish tariffs of m axim um 
rates subject to approval and revision 
by such tribunals as may be constitu­ 
ted. 
It is considered expedient to 
uclopt tho rule of 


E^UAL MILEAGE RATES 
Irrespective of distance and cost of 
service. 
One carload of not less than 
ten tons should be the unit for rail­ 
way transportation in respect of the 
special rates granted, all quantities 
under a carload being treated alike, 
but the railway company is to be at 
liberty to 
make special rates for 
large 
shipm ents. 
Discriminations 
of 
an 
unjust 
or 
partial 
char­ 
acter 
between 
an 
individual 
and 
between 
different localities 
under ^ like 
conditions, 
should 
be prohibited, and any infraction of 
such 
law punished by 
penalties 
after due cognizance in the latter case 
has been taken of the effect of water 
and rail competition. All secret spec­ 
ial rates, rebates, drawbacks and con­ 
cessions to shippers should be declared 
illegal and made subject to penalties. 
Every special rate should be made 
public on dem and of any inquirer. 
Complaints of extortionate or on just 
discrimination should be referred to 
an authorised tribunal for settlem ent. 
The railway companies should not be 
compelled to undertake express busi­ 
ness, but m ust afford facilities to ex­ 
press companies alike. 
Illegal infraction of any statutory 
obligation should be left to the pro­ 
posed tribunal, who may impose for 
any proven violation or neglect to 
comply with the regulations esta b ^ 
lished by law. such penalty as may tie 
deemed proper, not less than $100 nor 
more than $5000.

WaiTIHG EXPERTS EXAMINED. 


Several Interesting Witnesses Ex- 
m ined—The Story of the 
Prosecution. 


At 10 a. m. yestetday the A. B. East 
forgery case was called for trial in 
Judge Gardiner’s Coart, Judge Harri­ 
et® appearing on behalf the people 
and Hon. M. J. Waldheimcr for the 
Wm. H. Vinette, the prosecuting 
witness, was first called, and testified 
as follows: 1 am now a resident of 
Lost Angeles. Last spring a year ago 
I owned a house and lot here, which 
I sold to a Mr. Randall for $1100, he 
paying me one-half of the amount in 
cash, and executed his promissory 
note for the balance, and a mortgage 
to secure the same. During the year 
I was in very poor health and in Sep­ 
tember made up my mind I would 
hare to go somewhere for my health. 
I concluded to go away, and not wish­ 
ing to return on account of the note, 
I concluded to sell it. Mr. A. B. 
East having drawn up the deed 
and mortgage on the property. 
I called on him and inquired 
whether or not he knew of any one 
who would purchase the note. 
He 
told me he thought he could dispose 
of it. He told me to give him the 
note, mortgage and abstract, which I 
did, and call the next day when he 
thought he could negotiate a sale. 
When I called we went to Mr. Miles 
at the Southern California Insur­ 
ance Company, who he informed me 
would possibly take the note. When 
we got to the office Mr. Miles was out 
and Mr. East left to attend to other 
business; I concluded to wait and did 
until Mr. Miles returned. That gen­ 
tleman told me Mr. East had spoken 
to him about purchasing the note but 
that he had concluded not to invest 
as he was pretty well “loaded” at 
that time. I told him I would not 
sell the note except for the reason I 
was going to Colorado and did not 
wish to return in order to collect the 
the note. 
Mr. Miles informed 
me I need 
not 
return 
but 
that any 
bank 
would collect 
the note and I at once made up my 
mind not to sell. I then went to Mr. 
East and told him 1 had concluded 
not to sell. He eaid he could not get 
the note until morning as it was in the 
safe of Mr. Brown, of whom he reated 
his office, but if I would call iu the 
meaning I could have ¿t. I purchased 
a ticket that dav for Cqlorado, The 
fcent day Í eallecl «sVsf»! times At hi; 
office, but could not find him and was 
obliged to take the train in the even­ 
ing without the note. As soon as I 
got to Manitou Springs, Col., I wrote 
to my brother asking him to call ud- 
on Mr. East and secure the note. ' I 
•Iso enclosed au order addressed to 
Mr. East. [Letters introduced in evi­ 
dence.] I soon received a reply and 
then sent a power of attorney to my 
brother, but did not acknowledge 
it 
It was returned 
to me 
and I acknowledged it before a 
Notary Public. I received several 
letters from Mr. East (letters intro­ 
duced), and I bee ime satisfied he was 
acting crqoked. My brother after­ 
ward* informed mi that the note was 
aold, and on return I found it in the 
hands of A. J. Yiele. It had au en­ 
dorsement on the back with my name 
attached, but it is a forgery. I never 
‘ lifw d it.” [The note was here intro­ 
duced, bearing the endorsement on 
the back, “ pay to the order of A. B. 
East. William H. Vinette.” The 
witness, identified this as hi* note.] I 
never endorsed the note or authorized 
any one to sign for me. 
A recess until 2 p . m. was here 
ordered. 


A ftern o o n S e n io n . 
The cross-examination of Mr. 
Vinette was resumed by the attorney 
for the defense. Witness testified: I 
have lived in California nearly six 
years. Prior to 187 / 1 did not have 
any acquaintance with Mr. East. Mr. 
Evans introduced me to him last 
April, wren I went to his office to 
have the deed made out. Mr. Evans 
asked Mr. East to make out the deed, 
mortgage and note. I never saw his 
handwriting before. I never swore 
the deed was made in East's band- 
writing. I could not sa}* of my own 
knowledge that it wras his handwrit­ 
ing, but I was told so. [Witness was 
asked to write his name in full, which 
he did.] After I made the sale of the 
lot to Randall I took the mortgage at 
once to the Recorder’s office. The 
note and abstract I put in my pocket. 
(Witness was shown an abstract and 
asked if that was the one he had. 
He answered in the affirmative.] The 
question of the abstract beiug good 
was talked of by Mr. Evans and my­ 
self. He told me there appeared to 
be a homestead claim on the part of 
my former wife. I paid Mr. East $10 
for making out the papers. The 
mortgage for $500 I never have had in 
my possession since I gave it to the 
Recorder. Mr. East went to the office 
and secured it without any authority 
of mine. 
IIo gave a receipt 
to the Recorder for it. I gave East 
the note about September 23d, 1887. 
told me he could get a purchaser.

and he informed me I need not come 
back. 
H. C. MCNBli, 
Being called as an expert on writing, 
testified: I reside in L jh Angeles. Up 
to a year ago I was cashier in the Los 
Angeles County Bank. I am not oc­ 
cupied in any business at present. 1 
have had considerable experience in 
examination of handwriting and sig­ 
natures. (Witness was shown the en­ 
dorsement on the note and the signa­ 
ture written by Mr. Vinette in court, 
and pronounced them to be written by 
different persons.) The endorsement, 
“Pay to the order of A. B. East,” and 
the name, “William H. Vinette,” I 
should say were written by different 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
(Witness was shown letters written 
by Vinette.) I do not think the 
endorsement was written by or signed 
tow Vinette. (Old drafts were ex­ 
hibited and the signatures on same 
identified as thoee of Vinette.)

Was next called and testified. I re­ 
side in Los Angeles and am a brother 
of the prosecuting witness.

1 do 
not know when he left for Colorado, 
but I received a letter from him after 
he arrived at Manitou Springs, ask­ 
ing me to call at Mr. East’s office and 
secure a note left there. (Witness 
identified the letter, dated August the 
6th, and a note of the same date ad­ 
dressed to Mr. East.) I presented the 
note addressed to Mr. East to that 
gentleman. He asked mo where my 
brother was, stating that if he had 
his address he would write to him 
and get a power of attorney, as be had 
a chance to dispose of the note. I re­ 
plied that the proper thing for him to 
do would be to turn over the pa­ 
pers as my brother requested. He 
then refused to turn over the 
papers. 1 wrote to my brother and 
in reply he sent me a power of attor­ 
ney which I presented to Mr. East. 
He called attention to the fact that 
the instrument was unacknowledged, 
and told me 1 must send it back and 
have it duly acknowledged by a No­ 
tary, as he might get into some trou­ 
ble if he turned the papers over with­ 
out my having the proper authority 
to receive them. I again wrote to my 
brother and soon afterwards received 
a power of attorney duly acknowledg­ 
ed. 
When I presented this to Mr. 
East he told me I must have it record­ 
ed, and then if I would call in a few 
days he would turn the papers over. 
I called several times before I found 
him in his office, and when I did he 
told me the papers were locked up iu 
a safe and he would call at my Btore 
in the evening with them.

been sold to A. J. Vele and calling 
at his office I found the note to be that 
belonging to my brother. Mr. Miller 
showed me the note. When my 
brother came home I turned over all 
the papers and correspondence. 
Cross examination: I know Mr. 
East’s hand-writing from the instru­ 
ments and letters he sent iny brother, 
and which were returned to me. I 
did not see Mr. East write them but 
I suppose of course he did. 
A recess was taken in the case until 
9 o’clock to-day.

AT 8AN PEDRO. 
What the Southern Paci­ 
fic Co. is Doing There. 


GREAT 
UNDERTAKING, 


The Exact Location of the New 
Pier—Plenty of Water for 
The Biggest Ships. 


The prospective development of San 
Pedro by the Southern Pacific Co, 
has created a great deal of tulk in 
railroad and real estate circles. The 
announcement made in the H e r a i .d 
6omo time ago, that it was the inten­ 
tion of the Southern Pacific to con­ 
struct an outside harbor, did not tend 
to allav the excitement. For some 
time a large force of graders has been 
busily at work grading a new line 
from the Company’s main track 
to Point Firman. "This lino starts 
just opposite that part of the wharf 
now being constructed by the South­ 
ern Pacific Company and runs 
along the side of the bluffs to the 
right of the main track until it arrives 
at a point nearly opposite the round­ 
house, (at which place it is at the top 
of the bluffs) and there it turns a little 
west of south across the plateau, until 
it comes within a couple of hundred 
yards of the coast, where it veers 
more toward the south and runs aloi g 
the bluffs for three-quarters of a mile 
to a point fifteen hundred feet from 
the waters of the ocean. At this 
point the line runs directly south 
to the bluffs and down to the water. 
At a point 1,500 feet from the water, 
directly north from the beach, a 
“cut” is beiDg made to allow of a 
gentle grade to the beach. The grade 
in this cut will be, however, fully 100 
feet to the mile. The end of this cut 
will strike the water about 1,000 feet 
north of Point Firman and it is here 
the great pier is to be constructed. 
A large force of men and teams, 
numbering between sixty and seventy 
of the former, and between fifteen and 
twenty of the latter, were found 
busily at work on the cut yester­ 
day by the H er a ld’s representative, 
when he visited that place. The out­ 
line of that part of the cut furthest 
from the water, is perfectly visible, 
while the work, as it gradually nears 
the bluffs, begins to look like a deep 
ditch. Directly upon the bluffs a 
large force of men are blasting the 
dirt and rocks out of the way. The 
frequent discharges of the heavy 
blasting powder sounded like the roar 
of cannon. Mr. MeCallister, assislant 
to the Chief Engineer of the works, 
said that it would take five or six, or 
maybe, seven weeks to finish the 
grading. Two or three-short bridges, 
or trusties, will have to be built be­ 
fore the line is completed and ready 
for the rails. Another branch, or 
mora t>rCrerIy* a continuation of the 
line, will run from U>e point of tlio 
cut around Point Firmah to the light­ 
house, and thence to a point of rocks, 
which the Southern Pacific Company 
will use for a quarry. The route 
for this line is already surveyed , and 
the grading stakes are in place, 
so that the work of grading can go 
ahead without interruption as soon as 
the other portion of the line is com­ 
plete. The entire line runs just out­ 
side of the Government’s reserve, on 
the 700 acres of land owned by the 
Southern Pacific Company. This 
land luns along the bluffs from the 
townsite to and beyond the light­ 
house, a distance of about 
or 4 
miles, but is very narrow. The entire 
length of the line, from its connection 
with the main track to the quarry 
beyond the lighthouse, will be about 
4 miles. The point selected for the 
pier is excellently adapted for that 
purpose, being slightly protected by 
Point Firman from the rough waters. 
The ocean’s bottom, from the bluffs 
out to a distance of half a mile, is 
composed of pure sandstone, which is 
perfectly adapted for the setting of the 
foundations of the pier. The slope 
from the shore is gradual for a half a 
mile. One thousand feet from the 
shore a depth of fifteen feet is gained ; 
two thousand feet out the depth is 
twenty-five feet, and two thousand 
six hundred feet out the depth is be­ 
tween thirty and forty feet at 
low tide. All depths, as taken 
by the sounders, are at low tide. 
All distances are taken by triangula­ 
tion, and the depths by men em­ 
ployed by the company for that pur­ 
pose in boats. The sounders and line­ 
men were taking their last course yes­ 
terday afternoon and finished last 
night’. The result of their labors will 
be sent to San Francisco, and upon 
them the question as to whether the 
pile will be composed of iron or stone 
will hinge. The gentleman in charge 
of the works said tlint the company 
would construct a pier or or mole, 
about a half a mile in length, that 
was definitely dedided upon. 
If 
it was to be of iron it would 
be built forty feet wide with two 
tracks running to its end. At the end 
it will be built in the shape of the 
letter T. with side tracks so that sev­ 
eral ships can discharge and receive a 
cargo at the same time. If the struc­ 
ture is composed of stone it will prob­ 
ably be built on a larger scale, some­ 
what similar to the mole at Oakland. 
If this be done the stoue for the outer 
facings will be taken from the Cata­ 
lina islands, while the stone for the 
inside work will bo obtained fiom the 
quarries near the lighthouse. 
Speaking of the work, one of Ihe 
engineers in charge said: ‘The plan 
is perfectly feasible, and will certainly 
ba carried out, At the end of the 
pier, ór mole, which ever it be, the 
largest ships can lay with plenty of 
water. In regard to the safety of the 
moorings, I will say that a break­ 
water could be built out from 
the extreme end of Point Fir­ 
man that would give perfect 
safety to any vessel lying at the land- 
iug. The company will build large 
side-tracks just north of the beginnrg 
of the cut to accommodate all ihe 
cars necessary. The pier when buil t 
will lie just a little south of east.” 
The construction of this pier and line 
of railroad means a great (leal to that 
part of Ban Pedro, and the citizens 
are accordingly very much excited 
over it. Some say it will be death, 
almost, to the present town, while 
others think it will be the greatest 
benefit to both places.

Clerk’s office: 
To the plaintiff and to Chapman Hen- 
dricKs and Af. V. Riscailius, attor­ 
neys for plaintiff: 
Take notice, that the defendant ap­ 
peals to the Supreme Court of the 
State of California from the judgment 


rendered and entered in this action, 
on the ground that the Court in its 
findings fraudulently found: That 
the Judge on each one of said findings 
based bis opinion against the evidence 
and against the records of Los Angeles 
county, which proves his decision 
given as against himself, and against 
i f honest witness, and against the 
defendant’s probity and reputation, 
and against Constitution and against 
law in all ways in this State. 
And take notice that ho also ap­ 
ílala to the Supreme Court of the 
State of California from the order 
made and entered herein refusing to 
grant a new trial of this action, on 
the ground of newly discovered evid­ 
ence, which was discovered after the 
trial of this action as designated by 
nine affidavits as evidence iu the case, 
and also fourteen documents corrobor­ 
atory of the evidence which are annex­ 
ed to said affidavits, and defendant’s 
affidavit is not filed by his attorney, 
either by intent or neglect. Said af­ 
fidavit having been made for the in­ 
formation of the attorney. 
And take notice that the defendant 
also appeals to the Supreme Court to 
vacate and set aside said judgment on 
the ground that said judgment was 
obtained by fraud, and corruption of 
the law in all respects; that by pre­ 
meditated intention of said plaintiff to 
try to defraud the defendant, and 
take away ceitain documents from the 
hands of the defendant’s attorneys, 
and also from the Court and try to al­ 
ter, defraud and destroy said* docu­ 
ments belonging to the defendant in 
this action. 
And take notice that the defendant 
appeals to the Supreme Court to set 
aside and vacate said judgment, on 
the ground that the Superior Court 
kept the custody of the agreement' in 
controversy between Gaston Oxarart 
and Eugene Garnier, and also took 
custody of twenty-five other docu­ 
ments, some of which were corrobora­ 
tive evidence to the document in 
question, and the Court left to the 
plaintiff said documents to study 
them a long time before the com­ 
mencement of the trial of this action; 
and the Court refused to this defend­ 
ant, assigns and his attorney to give 
said documents to inspect or to take 
copies thereof at the time needed, lie- 
fore and after the pleadings, as 
against the Constitution. (Section 1, 
Article 19.) 
And take notice that the defendant 
appeals to the Supreme » ourt to set 
aside and vacate said judgment, on 
the ground that the Judge of this 
Court, His Honor, H. K. S. O’Mel- 
yeny, presiding as Judge, is not qual­ 
ified to act as such, being an inter­ 
ested party in said property, and also 
in the controversy which constitutes 
the cause of action. Consequently, 
according to section 170, Code of Civil 
Procedure, the Judge, the said 
II. K. S. O’Melveuy, is dis­ 
qualified, and defendant entitled 
to revoke his said judgment in 
this cause. And that under Section 
IV of the new constitution, Article 13, 
this defendant as a citizen of the 
United States and a resident of the 
State of California for more than 
tw^nts-five years just past, has a 
right, the samé AS Any ptlnjr citizen 
of the United States to revoke said 
judgment against him, and to accuse 
said Judge, on revocation, and de­ 
prive him of his function to act a y 
more in his duties as a Judge within 
the State. And also that the Court 
has aided and abetted other officers 
of the law and other citizens, and also 
the plaintiff to defraud said de­ 
fendant, and act corruptively against 
law, and the professional dignity 
of the bench, under the constitution 
of the State of California. And that if 
the fraud was not committed inten­ 
tionally it was committed by incapac­ 
ity on the part of the Judge in all 
ways, thus being disqualified as such 
in the mind of the defendant.

Various 
Amendments 
the New Charter. 
to 


ALMOST READY FOR PRINTING. 


The Final Consideration of its 
Provisions to be Held 011 
Saturday M orning. 


The Board of Freeholders met yes 
terday morning and very nearly fin 
ished the work on the now charter, 
which must be ready by Monday 
next. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the election 
for city officers should he held in 
February, 1892, instead of December, 
1891, but afterward 
withdrew the 
amendment. 
After the reading of article 18 by 
Mr. Lee, of the Revisory Committee, 
Mr. Colin moved that in the section 
relating to the members of the Board 
of Education, the qualifications and 
eligibility should be changed to read 
“ a two years’ residence,” instead “of 
a twelve months’ residence” of the 
ward which he represents. 
Mr. Lee moved that this amend­ 
ment should be applicable to Coun­ 
cil men and not to the members of the 
Board of Education. This amend­ 
ment was carried. 
A section vas added to article 18 
providing tor the continuing of such 
officers as may l>e holding office when 
the charter is adopted, until the new 
officers provided for in the new charter 
be elected and qualified to take their 
respective positions 
There was considerable discussion 
over article 19 which relates to con­ 
tracts with the city, and which pro­ 
vides that no contract binding the 
city shall lie valid unless completely 
executed, 
fulfilled 
and performed 
within the period of two years after 
the date of the execution and delivery 
of the contract. It was decide^, how­ 
ever, that this has no hearing on 
public buildings, hut only ou such 
contracts as the lighting and sprink­ 
ling of streets, etc. Section l'.Fw’as 
then adopted as read. 
Article 20 was adopted as read, no 
amendment beng offered. 
Iu article 21, tno last article in the 
charter, and one providing for miFcel- 
laueous matters, Mr. Cohn tuoved to 
so amend section 2 as to make it read 
“ the indebtedness must not, exceed 
the sum of 15,000,000,” instead of 
$2.000.000, as at present. There was 
some discussion over this proposition, 
and it was finally decided to leave it 
as read as regards the first part of the 
section, but iu the luttcr part it was 
changed so as to allow a greater in­ 
debtedness for the purpose of estab­ 
lishing a sewer system and water­ 
works by the issuance of bonds for 
the required atnouut. 
The last lino in section (> in article 
21, was changed from “ the introduc­ 
tion of a printed copy thereof,” to 
“ the introduction of an authorized 
printed copy thereof.” 
On motion of Mr. Colin, the twenty- 
first and last article in the new char­ 
ter was adopted as read, and the work 
of the revisory was completed by the 
adoption of this motion. 
. 
The board then proceeded to take 
up the amendments offered during the 
reading of the report of the Revisory 
Oommittee, 
and 
Mr. 
Mesmer’s 
amendment to section 29. This was 
to prohibit the erection of all awnings 
which overlap the sidewalk, and was 
seconded by Dr. Sinsabaugh. This 
amendment was lost. 
Mr. Mesmer’s amendment to pro­ 
hibit the making up or stopping of 
trains on the street crossings was next 
put, and ably supported by its author. 
He spoke of the long delays caused at 
the crossings on San Fernando ami 
other streets, 
and 
said such an 
ordinance should certainly be passed. 
The motion was carried. 
Mr. Cohn withdrew his amendment 
regarding the directorship of the pub­ 
lic library. 
Mr. Mesmer also offered an amend­ 
ment to Article 3, providing that no 
street car company shall allow its 
servants to collect a fare from any 
passenger who is not provided with a 
seat. 
Mr. Cohn thought it should not be 
made an unlawful act, as a man 
would often prefer to stand on a car 
rather than wait for the next. 
Col. P. N. Smith said there was a 
provision in the franchise held by the 
street car companies covering this 
point, but as long as people insisted 
in getting on overloaded cars so long 
would it be impossible to regulate the 
traffic in this manner. 
Mr, Del Valle said that such a pro­ 
vision would only result in discomfort 
to the citizens as those who lived at a 
distance would either have to walk 
home almost every day or not get 
home until midnight. It was a provi­ 
sion that would cut both ways and 
dangerously on the part of the public. 
Thore was no law to compel the com­ 
panies to put on more cars, nor would 
they do so as long as they could get 
what cars they did put on filled at 
each trip. 
Mr. Mesmer said this amendment 
would not prevent those riding who 
wished to stand up and were willing 
to pay their fares, but would prevent 
the companies from collecting fares 
from those who were compelled to 
stand to give ladies their seats. 
After a long discussion the motion 
was put and lost on a call of the ayes 
and noes. 
Col. Smith moved to amend section 
10, so as to give the city the power to 
employ other attorneys than the City 
Attorney when it deemed necessary 
so to do. The amendment was car­ 
ried unanimously. 
Mr. Moran moved to amend the 
section relating to the construction of 
water works, so as to preclude the use 
of any pipes for water mains of less di­ 
mension than four inches in diameter. 
Carried. 
Mr. Moran moved to amend the 
section relating to the election of a 
Board of Police Commissiouers, so as 
to make provision for the election of 
one Commissioner to hold office for 
the term of two years, one for four 
years aud the other for six years, the 
persons elected to be property owners 
and to have a residence in the city of 
at least four years, and to serve with­ 
out compensation. 
Mayor Workman said he would op­ 
pose it on the grounds that without 
compensation there would be poor 
service, and the passage of the amend­ 
ment would make the Board of Po­ 
lice Commissioners nothing better 
than a po'itical machine. 
He would 
be in favor of the establishment of a 
Committee of Safety in charge of the 
Police, Fire and Health Departments, 
if it could be done, but as regards the 
election of the Board of Police Com­ 
missioners, it would be a great mis­ 
take. 
Ex-Mayor Toberm&n spoke in favor 
of Mr. Moran’s amendment, but said 
th at the Mayor should by all means 


have the appointment of the Chief of 
Police. 
Mr. Coin offered an amendment to 
Mr. Moran’s amendment, as follows 
Tho Board of Police Commissioners 
f-hail consist of the Mayor and four 
citizens selected by the Council, 
more than two of whom shall belong 
to the same political party. 
Dr. Kinsabaugh 
spoke 
strongly 
against the appointment or election 
of men to these positions without pay 
ing them a salary, but thought that 
the amendment as proposed by Mr. 
Cohu would entirely cover tin point. 
Mr. Lee moved an amendment to 
all others that tho Mayor and City 
Council should form the Board of Po­ 
lice Commissioners, as such a pro­ 
vision would meet every objection. 
Mr. Cohn said he would agree to 
this amendineut if a provision w as in­ 
serted providing for the appointment 
of no more than one policeman for 
every thousand of population, as is 
the rule in almost every Eastern city 
of any size. 
After a very long discussion on these 
several amendments the matter wai 
decided by the adoption of Mr. Cohn’i 
amendment. 
Mr. Cohn then moved that the term 
of office for members of tho Police 
Commission shall be two years, and 
that in addition to the usual oath of 
office they shall be compelled to swear 
or affirm that they will remove no offi­ 
cer on account of his political opin­ 
ions. 
Mr. Del Valle thought this was an 
extraordinary provision to put into 
tho charter, os should the commission 
remove a man for this reason they 
would not admit tho fact, and you 
could only prosecute them before a re­ 
ligious tribunal to see whether they 
had or had not perjured themselves. 
Mr. Cohn withdrew his amendnif nt 
upon having his attention called to the 
fact that the charter provided tlmt no 
other oath or test should be required 
from an officer other than bis oath of 
office. 
On motion of Mr. Cohn the Chief of 
Police was made an appointive offi­ 
cer, and that he bo appointed by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 
Mr. llobinson moved to pay the 
four members of the Board of Police 
Commissioners $101) per month. Mo­ 
tion was lost. 
Colonel B. N. Smith moved that the 
manuscript he put in the hands of the 
printer, and that the Board meet 
again at 9 o’clock Saturday morning 
to adopt as a whole. 
The meetiug then adjourned until 
Saturday.

“ The Kingdom of God is an order 
of governm ent established by divine 
authority. 
It is the only legal gov­ 
ernm ent that can exist in any part of 
the universe. All other governments 
are illegal and unauthorized.” 
“ If you will be like your master, 
never seek to do your own will, but 
the will of him who is greater. The 
Priesthood of God recognizes no other 
principle of government.” 
‘‘The Church of God, whenever it 
has been organized, has been required 
to respect and honor the earthly 
power under which it has existed, 
and such will continue to be the case 
whilst it is mixed up among the na­ 
tions. But, thanks be to God, He has 
called upon His Saints to gather to a 
place where they will not only be 
known as a church, but be recognized 
as a distinct people, possessing all 
the rights of a kingdom among the 
nations of the earth.” 
“ A Theocracy embraces the two ex­ 
tremes of absolute power and repub­ 
licanism. 
Such a government the 
IiOrd has now established on the 
earth, and Latter-day Saints are those 
who are willing to carry out His de­ 
signs.” 
“ Let us now present Mormonism as 
a practical illustration of legitimate 
>vernment. Theocracy is its order, 
here is not a thorough faithful Mor­ 
mon in U tah who is not subject and 
responsible, religiously, morally, so- 
iallv, domestically, financially, and 
in ail other conceivable res|>ect8, to 
the government and authority of the 
church.” 
Such is the spirit of the Mormon 
Church, as shown in its teachings and 
conduct; and, if in these latter days 
this spirit has not been as openly 
taught and acted upon as in the past, 
in secret the church has not abated 
one jot or title of its pretentious claim 
of the right of the priesthood to abso­ 
lutely control all the relations of the 
people of U tah. 
The spirit of rebel­ 
lion to the supreme authority of the 
G overnment was openly and boldly 
proclaimed 
by 
Brigham 
Young. 
Speaking of a newly appointed Terri­ 
torial Governor in an address at the 
Temple, he said : 
“ Though I may not be Governor, my 
power will not be dim inished; no 
man they can send here will have 
much influence with this community. 
Let them send whom they will, and 
it does not dim inish ray influence one 
particle. As I said the first time I 
spoke on this stand, my Governorship 
and every other ship under my con­ 
trol are aided and derive direct ad 
vantage from m y 
position in the 
priesthood.” 
Again the H f.rald reiterates that 
to adm it U tah as a State before the 
power of th e Mormon Church has 
been completely overthrown, is to de­ 
liver all Gentiles and non-Mormons 
in the. Territory of U tah to the con­ 
trol of the M ormon hierarchy, and to 
leave the Nation continually to be 
perplexed with the assaults—shall we 
say ?—of a treasonable fanaticism and 
rebellious priesthood.

T h e T a r iff B ill. 
A resumé of the propoeed tariff bill 
is at last made public. 
How different 
it is from w hat the callow youths who 
guess at news for some of our enter­ 
prising contemporaries led us to look 
for! Brandy made of fruit juice was 
to be free, and California was to be 
ruined in her grape industry. 
All 
sorts of fruit products were to be re­ 
lieved of the im port duty, and our 
fruit interests were to be destroyed. 
So on through the thousand and -one 
other items, in all of which our affairs 
Were in im m inent danger, from day 
to day these uninformed speculators 
in news roam ed, restrained only by 
the unlimited lim its of their own 
sweet will. 
Raisins are the only fruit 
touched. 
The dispatches in to-day’s H erald 
are before us, and it will be very dif­ 
ficult to see in w hat respect our inter­ 
ests can suffer from the measures 
proposed. 
The first class of imports 
nam ed as put on the free list em­ 
braces woods in all their branches. 
Flax, hem p, and such like fabrics 
come next. Tin follows, and then a 
long list of chemicals is given. Cer­ 
tain unwrought metals are to be ad­ 
m itted free, as are several essential 
oils, books in other languages than 
English, and works of art.

Wools and similar fibers are to be ad­ 
m itted free. 
Woolen manufactures 
are to pay 40 percent ad valorem duty. 
There is a reduction of the duty on sug­ 
ar am ounting to 20 to 25 per cent. Tbe 
provisions of the bill may further lie 
learned by a perusal of the sketch 
given in our telegrams. 
The total re­ 
duction in the revenue is estimated at 
about $55,000,000. The bearing of 
these m easures on our immediate in­ 
terests has been quite thoroughly dis­ 
cussed in these columns from time to 
tim e. 
W hat moBt effects us are such 
changes as are made on lum ber and 
woods 
and 
on wool. These

where the weapons are a 4 false crea­ 
tion. proceeding from the heat-op­ 
pressed brain.” 
It gives the actor a 
better chance to develop his power, 
and to carry his audience with him 
w ithout the aid of the corporeal pres­ 
ence of Bauquo. 
We have only room 
to sum up this fine effort of Mr. Booth 
by saying

night, which from beginning to end 
was without flaw, and which we con­ 
ceived to be the best we had ever 
seen, and we have 
seen all tbe 
greatest actors of our tim e play the 
part. 
Mr. Barrett gave us a very strong 
and acceptable personation of Mac­ 
duff, and showed himself the great 
actor th a t he is in the intensely feel­ 
ing manner in which he rendered the 
very touching scene between himself 
and Malcolm, interrupted by the ter­ 
rible news of the m urder of “ all his 
little chickens and their dam ” by the 
fell monster. 
We would not do justiee to the oc­ 
casion if we were to om it to say that 
Miss G ertrude Kellogg as 
“ Lady 
M acbeth” agreeably surprised every­ 
body with the strength and power she 
developed 
in 
this 
very 
difficult 
role. To compare her to Charlotte 
Cushman would, of course, be ful­ 
some ; but to say th at she was equal 
to Mme. Ponisi is the cold verity. 
The rest of the support did themselves 
credit. 
To-night: Merchant o f Venice—Mr.

Sherman’s Resolution Re­ 
garding China Adopted. 


A TREATY TO BE NEGOTIATED. 


A n o th er A nim ated D ebate Over 


th e P ension B ill—No Action

W a sh in g t o n , March 1.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day the resolution reported yes­ 
terday by Sherman from the Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Relations, requesting 
the President to negotiate a treaty 
with the Em peror of China, contain­ 
ing a provision th at no Chinese labor 
shall enter the United States, was 
taken up for consideration. 
Morgan favored the resolution. 
Sherman said th at whatever differ­ 
ences of opinion there had been in the 
Senate or the country in regard to the 
restitution of Chinese immigration the 
tim e had come when (he believed) 
the general sentim ent of the people 
was th at the law on the subject should 
be fairly enforced, and that the Chin­ 
ese laborer should be excluded from 
th is country, because he would not 
adapt himself to 
its 
civilization. 
T hat feeling had been most strongly 
expressed before the committee oil 
foreign affairs, by the senators and 
representatives from the Pacific coast, 
and every m em ber of the committee 
was of the opinion th at the exclusion 
of Chinese-laborers should be effect­ 
ually carried out. 
Tire resolution 
was calculated to fortify the adm inis­ 
tration in its effort to obtaiu the de­ 
sired treaty. 
8 e wart ex pressed his gratification 
a t hearing from the Senator from Ala­ 
bam a, (M organ), th a t the state de­ 
partm ent was already engaged 
in 
negotiating a treaty with China. 
He 
had no doubt th at the expression of 
th e opinion of the Senate in the ad­ 
option of th e resolution would give the 
Chinese governm ent to understand 
the 
determ ination 
of this coun­ 
try 
to 
exclude 
Chinese 
lab­ 
orers 
altogether. 
He 
was also 
exceedingly gratified to find that the 
country now understood the Chinese 
question, and th at opposition to the 
Chinese was not a m atter of passion 
or prejudice on the part of th e people 
of the Pacific coast. 
Mitchell regarded the resolution as 
a step in the right direction, but as a 
very full step he said that there should 
be treaties to the sume effect with 
Great Britain, France and Mexico. 
The resolution was adopted. 


THE PENSION DILL 
W is taken up, the pending question 
being on the am endm ent offered yes­ 
terday by Wilson of Iowa to add 
the words “ from infirmities of age,' 
Beck said that tf>00,000,000 would not 
half cover the am ount of the expen­ 
diture if the am endm ent were adopted. 
The bill would settle the surplus for 
all time to come. 
The debate then drifted into a dis­ 
cussion of the tariff, during which 
Beck referred to the demonetization 
of silver and attacked Sherman for 
it. 
He suggested (reverting to the 
pension question) th a t as the wealth 
of the country was protected by the 
exertion of the soldiers, the Senators, 
on the other side, many of whom 
were millionaires, should m eet the 
expenditure for pensions by an in­ 
come tax.

S a n F r a n c is c o , March 1.—Land 
agent M adden of the Southern Pacific 
Pacific, reports that during February 
35,580 acres in Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Kern and Tulare counties wore 
sold at an average price of $2.50. The 
salps in January amounted to only

P a r i s , March 1.—M. I)e Lesseps in 
his report to the extra meeting of the 
Panam a Canal Company to-day, stated 
that owing to the prevalence of the 
rainy season and the difficulty of pro­ 
curing workmen, he can hardly insure 
its completion in 1890. The directors 
have been induced to agree to the con­ 
struction of locks, by which vessels of 
the largest tonnage may traverse the 
canal iu 1890 before the work is com­ 
pleted.

POISONED BY MUSHROOMS. 


An Exciting Scene at the Police 
Station. 
As Officer Gilbert was patroling his 
beat last night about 11 o’clock on 
Aliso street, his attention was attract­ 
ed by a large crowd gathered round a 
drug store. 
Elbowing 
his 
way 
through the crowd, the officer found 
Mrs. A. Loeb and her daughter Gen- 
esta em phatically dem onstrating that 
they had been poisoned by eating 
m ushroom s. T he officer cleared the 
store of the on-lookers, and procuring 
a hack took Mrs. Loeb and daughter 
to the police station. 
As soon as the 
ladies alighted they began screamini 
and shouting that they were poisonei 
and in a dying condition. They grew 
desperate ’ when they found that 
no 
doctor 
was 
there. 
How 
ever, 
officers 
were 
dispatched 
to find a doctor, and in the meantime 
the two sufferers indulged in some­ 
thing like the 
following rem arks, 
which were repeated over and over 
again. 
Mrs. Loeb—I am poisoned; we’ll 
all be dead in the morning; send 
some one to my husbancL! The old 
man is dead by this time. W here's 
the doctor? 
Miss L.—I’m dyrng, m am m a; why 
don’t you sit dow n! O h ! Get me 
some milk. Bring m e a spittoon, I ’m 
sick. 
Mrs. L.—You sec me walking and 
talking, but dear sir, I ’m dying; its 
no use. (H ere she 
put her hand 
down her throat). The daughter fol 
lowed suit and kept up a continual 
strain of doleful cries. 
At this juncture, a friend named 
Charlie, who had partaken of supper 
with them , put iu an appearance and 
this was the signal for a fresh out­ 
burst. 
The officers were by this time 
assembling to go on watch, and every 
time the door opened, cries of “ Oh! 
doctor, I ’m 
dving, poisoned 
and 
paralysed,’’ filled the police station 
Charlie stated that he felt very 
numb in his lim bs and rather seemed 
to he getting blind. 
He had also in­ 
dulged in the mushroom supper which 
had been prepared a t Mr. Loeb’s 
restaurant, Fo. 30 Aliso street, but 
had not eaten very m any mushrooms, 
aud consequently did not feel poisoned. 
His further narrative was interrupted 
by Mrs. L. crying out, “ Oh! I ’m 
paralyzed and no doctor here yet? I ’ll 
make’ you pay for this." 
Miss L .: “ Dear Charlie, I ’m dying, 
Mamma, put your finger down your 
throat." 
Mrs. Dr. Dawson appeared upon 
the scene at this juncture, and the 
two unfortunate women were taken 
into the clerk’s office. 
No sooner had 
they got in than the above scenes 
were enacted over again. 
The Doctor told them that they had 
been drinking, and they were not 
much worse, but ought to go to bed 
and they would be all right in the 
morning. 
This incensed Miss Genesta Loeh, 
who cried: “ W hy don’t you get a 
stomach pum p. I ’m sure you’re no 
doctor," etc. 
To complete the scone the Coroner 
arrived and to him they poured out 
their *ale of woe. 
They told him that 
they were no tram ps and had six big, 
grown-up brothers in Michigan who 
would make them suffer for this. The 
scone iu the clerk’s office beggars de­ 
scription, one officer running with a 
pail, another with a eoal-bucket, one 
with a spoon, another with a glass, a 
fifth with m ustard and others with 
salt, etc. 
After they were calmed 
and restoratives applied and they had 
been relieved ot a quantity of mush­ 
rooms a hack was sent for and Mrs. 
Loeb, her daughter, Charlie, the doc­ 
tor and the Coroner esconced them ­ 
selves in it and drove off to the resi­ 
dence at No. 48 Aliso road to visit Mr. 
Loeb. 


Tired of Elle. 
At an early hour this m orning in­ 
formation reached the Police H ead­ 
quarters that an inm ate of Stone’s 
lodging-house, at 30, Aliso street, had 
taken poison and was not expected to 
live. 
Investigation proved that his 
nam e was Albert Ellin, a recent 
arrival in this city from Florida. 
He 
has been stopping at Stone’s place 
for 
the 
past three 
weeks, 
aud 
no 
reason can 
be surmised 
for 
his rash act. 
By his bedside an 
em pty bottle of laudanum was found. 
At the hour of going to press it was 
reported that his death was likely to 
occur in a very few minutes. 


A C a b le R o n d W i t h N o G rip . 
A cable road now being constructed 
in Newark, and to be put in opera­ 
tion this month, is ,attracting consid­ 
erable attention from railroad en­ 
gineers and owners of street-car lines 
in various 
parts of the 
country. 
The 
plan 
is 
novel, chiefly 
in 
having no grips on the cars and no 
stationary pulleys in the conduit. 
There are other striking features, 
how ever; and as a road of this kind 
has never been built before ex­ 
cept upon an 
experimental scale, 
railroad 
men 
are 
deeply 
inter­ 
ested in the trial. The section of the 
road upon which the plant is laid is 
about 8000 feet leng, with several 
hills 
and 
hollows. It lies along 
Springfield 
avenue from Bedford 
street, where the power is developed, 
to the car stables near the city lim­ 
its. 
The conduit, which \jes midway 
between the rails, is constructed of 
rolled iron in lengths of thirty feet, 
and its inside dimensions ore only six 
inches in width and seven in height.

TRAINS, 


Strike onlthe Atlantic and 
Paciflc£Road. 


ABOUT 700 MK.N LOCKED-OÜT. 


Passenger Traille Being Diverted 
to The Southern Pacific 
Line. 


Asodated Tren Dispatches to the H eralp. I 


A l b e r q u e r q u b , March 1.—All the 
freight conductors and brakem en on 
the Atlautic and Pacific road went out 
on a strike last night. 
The new 
Superintendent wanted to reduce the 
wages nearly one-half, which the men 
would not stand. The freight trains 
arriving 
here are abandoned, but 
everything is quiet. 
It is understood 
that the engineer* offer to join the 
strike 
if 
the 
other men wish it 
so, but thev refused. 
Everything in 
the freight line is at a dead lock. 
The west-bound passengers coming 
into Albuquerque are sent to Califor­ 
nia by the Southern Pacific. The road 
is making an effort to fill the places 
of the strikers with raw men, but the 
effort so far is not very successful. 
The strikers are perfectly quiet and 
orderly, and no demonstration of any 
kind has been made to indicate any 
disposition to resort to violence. The 
strike affects about 700 m en, the 
majority of whom are m arried. 
CAUSE OF THE STRIKE. 
The trouble between the conduc­ 
tors and brakem en and the A tlantic 
& Pacific Company, as given by the 
strikers, i8 eb follows: We, like the 
men on all other roads, are paid a 
certain am ount per mile. Our new 
Superintendent, who recently arrived 
from Georgia, issued an order com­ 
pelling us to do an extra am ount of 
yard work, for which we received no 
compensation, thereby preventing us 
f om earning w hat we consider fair 
wages. W hen our committee rem on­ 
strated with him and asked him to 
rescind the order, he refused to do so, 
and replied that he could procure 
plenty of men in Georgia who would 
work for $45 per month, and, if neces­ 
sary, he could run his trains with 
negros. After becoming satisfied that 
we were not receiving proper treat­ 
ment and had no redress, we con­ 
cluded to go out. 
The strike is complete on the entire 
line, and to-night business is virtually 
suspended.

A n Occasion Where a Silk Hat 
Cost Hundreds of Valu­ 
able Lives. 


Meu are frequently accused of not 
having pluck enough to back th iir 
opinions, and to show pluck, as well 
as to support (hese opinions, will make 
wagers th at seemingly have a very 
moderate chance of success. O theis 
again are actuated by a spirit of devil­ 
try and make wagers that apparently 
are impossibilities and attem pt to win 
them either by dash or readiuess. 
Others again have had the scheme 
fnlly made up in their m inds before 
the wager was made. 
Some wagers 
stand out from the general run very 
distinctly. 
Lord Charles Beresford, of Condor 
fame, was once diuing with some 
friends in London, and the conversa­ 
tion tunied on Rotten Row. 
Now 
Rotten Row is confined to equestrians 
only, and such a thing as driving 
down the row never occurred to any 
one until the reckless Irishm an offered 
to wager £100 he would drive down 
the row at 12 o’clock the following 
day and at that hour punctually would 
speak 
to 
his 
friends from 
the 
box-seat 
and 
claim 
the 
wager. 
At 
the 
given 
place 
and 
hour 
the friends were all assembled. 
H un­ 
dreds of riders passed by, but not 
a sign of Lord Charles. 
At a few 
minutes before midday the watering 
cart, which was sprinkling the row, 
turned around, and as it passed the 
group of friends the driver turned 
the water on with such force that ft 
splashed all over them . 
A volley of 
objurgations was fired after him and 
he meekly responded: 
“ I ’ll take 100 
sovs, please.” 
Lord Charles had 
given the waterman a “ fiver” to 
change places and clothes, and thus 
won his bet. 
Captain Candy, once a bosom friend 
of Jam es Gordon Bennett, was with a 
party of friends 
dining at. North 
Lodge, Melton, England. The con­ 
versation fell on the subject of clever 
horses and “ Bill” Candy wagered he 
had a pony that would go up stairs 
and down. The j»ony was sent for 
an d very readily walked up 6tairs 
Down, however, he declined to come, 
and he would probably have l>een 
there now if they had not pulled out a 
window and by means of a pulley and 
tackle lowered the pony to the ground. 
Captain Candy paid his wager. 
A certain captain in the English 
arm y, by name of Kay, was noted 
for his extraordinary wagers and from 
the fact th at the more improbable the 
erager, the more certain he was of 
•winning it’ W hen in India a brother 
-officer watched him counting a row of 
posts outside the mess bungalow, 
and 
thinking 
some 
wager 
was 
intended, sallied out and dug up 
one 
of 
the posts. 
That 
night 
a t mess Kay 
got 
the conversa­ 
tion on those posts and wagered that 
there were seventeen. 
The wager 
was made and an adjournm ent show ed 
(hat sixteen was the number. 
Kay 
yearned to retrieve his loss and get 
even with his opponents. He wagered 
the officer who had beaten him on 
posts that he could not run to a cer­ 
tain spot in the mountains, distant 
tw o miles, and back in an hour. The 
only way to reach this spot was by a 
narrow , precipitous path, only wide 
enough for one person. 
The wa­ 
ger was m ade, and at the given hour 
the m an started. 
W hen he got to 
the path he found a herd of goats 
being driven up it, and after great 
trouble, having succeeded in passing, 
he came up with a flock of sheep. 
Seeing th at he could not win bis bet, 
h e returned and paid. 
Not satisfied, 
he made a wager with Captain Kay to 
carry him 100 yards in fifteen seconds 
a t a given hour and a given placo. The 
wager was accepted, and invitations 
were sent to all the ladies and officers 
of the regiments around. At the hour 
nam ed the runner appeared and Kay 
was also on hand. Mr. M 
request­ 
ed Kay to remove his clothes, as lie 
had contracted to carry him and not 
his clothes. 
Kay could not undress 
before the ladies, and had to p a ;, but 
he did it with a very bad grace. 
One of the wildest wagers ever 
made was that of a notorious game­ 
ster of the last century, who, in play­ 
ing with Lord Lorue, had lost all his 
money. 
Jum ping up from the table, 
he seized a large punch bowl and 
dashing it against the wall, cried: 
“ Now for once I'll have a bet where 
I ’ll have an even chance of winning. 
Now,” he cried, “ are the pieces odd 
or even ?” 
“ Odd,” said Lord L om e; and odd 
they 
were. 
The 
gam ester 
lost 
£20.000, though it cost him his estate 
to pay it. 
A still more extraordinary bet is re- 
cowled : A French banker nam ed Bul- 
liott, being a firm believer in the say­ 
ing that if St. Sw ithin’s day is wet it 
will continue to rain more or less for 
forty days after, offered to back his 
opinion to any am ount. So m any per­ 
sons were ready to take up his chal­ 
lenge that the term s were reduced to 
writing as follows: 
“ If, dating from the 15th of July, it 
rains more or little during forty clays 
successively Bulliott will be considered 
to have gained.” 
So confident was he, that event 
cent he had in the world was wagered, 
and he mortgaged every piece of 
property and article of value he pos­ 
sessed. 
For twenty-one days rain 
fell, but on 
the 
twenty-first the 
w eather played him false and not a 
drop of rain fell. 
So utterly was he 
rained that his creditors sued, and he 
ended his days in a debtor’s prison. 
Lord H astings, in his palmy days 
made some wild wagers, but the 
largest wagers m ade in years were 
those of the late Lord Dudley, who 
only made three bets in his life—one 
of £10,000, another of £20,000 and 
a third of £25,000. 
A wager of a silk hat once cost 
many lives. 
It was in 1811, when 
Captain Decatur of the United States 
navy, com manding the frigate United 
States, met Captain Carden of the 
British navy, commanding the Mace­ 
donian. 
It was just prior to the war 
of 1812, and while talking about the 
chances Carden said to D ecatur: 
“ If you and I ever meet after hoe- 


hat, and as 
we’re 
a long way 
from the hatter I’ll take the one 
you wear.” 
The hat was given. 
' One of th eap p a ently most crazy 
wagers was that made by an English­ 
man some years ago. He wagered that 
he would visit every town in England 
and Scotland that had more than ac*r- 
tain num ber of inhabitants, and sub­ 
sist during his tour on what he could 
make. 
He was a man of means and 
the wager was for £20.000. He bought 
a fine mule and had a special cart 
built. 
On this he placed a handsome 
hand-organ, and the mule being hand­ 
somely harnessed the musician start­ 
ed on his way. 
He speedily became 
known and his tour was a triumphal 
progress from town to town. 
Every 
oue contributed and a common sight 
wa3 to see the mendicant play a tune 
or two and while his groom, who was 
ilressed in livery, held the mnle. made 
the rounds dT the spectators, soliciting 
pence. 
His tour was so successful 
and such interest taken in him that at 
the end of his journey he had not 
only paid all expenses out of his col­ 
lection, but had a substantial balance 
of several thousand pounds. 
This 
he donated to charity and contented 
himself with the money earned by 
the wager.—[N. Y. IV.ss.

AN INTERESTING LECTURE 


B y P ro f. B . t). N orth rop B efore 
th e A t'te N orm al S chool. 
Prof. G. B. Northrop, L. L. D., de­ 
livered a very interesting lecture yes­ 
terday morning before the State Nor­ 
mal School on the subject of “ Memory, 
and How to Train It.” 
Dr. Northrop 
is a lecturer on educational subjects 
of w ide fame in the Eastern States, 
and is well qualified for this field of 
labor, having held the position of 
agent for the Massachusetts Board of 
Education for ten years, aud for six­ 
teen years was Secretary of the Con­ 
necticut Board of Education. 
lie commenced by stating the foun­ 
dation of the cultivation of memory 
commenced w ith the child who should 
be trained to cultivate all the senses. 
More could be learned by the cultiva­ 
tion of the eye to readily seize he sit­ 
uation than by the old forms of teach­ 
ing. Children should he taught to 
9|>ell by the eye and ear, and should 
learu to read rapidly. Interest should 
be developed iu the subject taught. 
Intellect without interest was like 
a factory without fire to run the 
machinery. 
Teachers 
should de­ 
velop the curiosity of their scholars 
in their studies of books as to the 
reason why of many explainable 
facts. There should be no end iu 
the continued search for knowledge. 
Studies should be made as pleasant 
as possible to the pupils. The power 
of attention should be developed as a 
marked help to strengthening the 
memory, and the power to commend 
all of the faculties should be aimed 
at 
A person who had his mind so 
well stored with knowledge that ho 
could command the immediate use of 
it was so much superior to one who 
could not as a well arranged cabinet 
is superior to a lum ber room of a 
dwelling. Throughout the lecture the 
speaker interspersed his talk with 
amusing anecdotes and appropriate 
selections from standard authorities, 
and all seemed to regret that the lec­ 
ture terminated.

THE BODKIN CASE. 


An Intoxicated Juror Stops 
the Proceedings. 


EJECTED 
FltOM 
A 
TRAIN. 


He Takes Refuge in Drink and 
Causes the Case to Become 
Somewhat Mixed. 


At the convening of Judge Cheney’s 
court yesterday morning it was found 
that Juryman J. J. McKenna was 
absent and it was reported about the 
court-room that he had been seen on 
the streets drunk. The Court order­ 
ed an attachment issued, but up to 
10:30 the delinquent could not be 
found, at which time the case was 
called and the District Attorney stated 
to the Court that there seemed to be 
circumstances existing making it nec­ 
essary for a continuance of the case to 
be ordered. District Attorney Dupuy 
then filed his affidavit and those of C. 
H. Jennings, A. H. Boland, officers 
of the court, and of three jurymen, to 
the effect that one of the jurors, J. J. 
McKenna, was seen the evening of 29th 
and yesterday morning intoxicated 
and that on the 28th and 29th he was 
so much under the influence of alco­ 
hol as to be totally incompetent to 
comprehend the nature of the evi­ 
dence adduced at the trial. 
The Court ordered the jury to retire 
to the jury room for a few minutes 
until the matter c mid he discussed. 
Lieutenant-Governor Stephen M. 
Whi'.e, attorney for defense, stated 
that he did not object to the continu­ 
ance, but if one was taken he would 
desire that Wednesday of next week 
be fixed as the time. 
District Attorney Dupuy thought if 
' the case was continued the trial would 
have to be begun anew. One of the 
jurors had fallen on the wayside and 
during the trial this same juror had 
been unable to comprehend the pro­ 
ceedings of the court. Lieutenant- 
Governor White did not object to the 
proceedings, but would to a reopening 
of the case, as he had grave douhtR 
as to whether such proceeding could 
• be legally done. 
Judge Cheney replied that he would 
con less there was a quest ion. Whiskey 
was at any time capable of raiding 
more intricate questions of law than 
anything the Court could conewive. If 
the juror was sick, the Court would 
know what to do, but a couple of 
glasses of whiskey had truly puzzled 
him. 
The Assistant District Attorney 
thought the Court had stated the case 
with great moderation. 
The Court stated that he did not 
know what was to be done with the 
jury. 
There was no provision by 
which the county could feed, sleep 
and keep them uiider lock and key. 
The only place to put a jury was in 
the little hole in front of the court­ 
room. 
A recess of one hour was taken in 
order to give tbe attorneys time to 
look up the law governing such cases, 
the Court stating that as far as he 
knew the case had no precedent. 
At 11:30 Court was again convened. 
Tha District Attorney moved that the 
case be continued and the jury be dis­ 
charged, he being of the opinion that 
the defendant had never been placed 
in jeopardy. 
At this point a Deputy Sheriff ap- 
Siared with the delinquent juror, Mr. 
cKenna, who was so intoxicated as 
to be unable to walk without assist­ 
ance. He was placed in a chair and 
the Clerk ordered to call his name, to 
which he responded after several rep­ 
etitions. 
The Court ordered that a recess be 
taken in the case until Thursday, 
March 8th, at 10 a . m ., and that the 
eleven jurors bo discharged until that 
time, stating that at that time he 
would pass upon the question of re­ 
opening the case. A continuance» for 
the term he would not grant, for the 
reason that he had grave doubts as to 
whether that would not entirely dis­ 
pose of the case. 
After the jury was discharged, Mc­ 
Kenna was ordered to stand up and 
answer why he had not appeared in 
answer to the summons. He brokenly 
replied that he had been foully dealt 
with, having been ejected from the 
railroad train, 
lie was ordered to sit 
down and the Sheriff charged to take 
him in custody and cause him to ap­ 
pear at 10 a . ai. to show cause why he 
should not be punished, he being in 
an unfit condition to answer.

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T H E ARABIAN NIGHTS. 


T h « K ly it e r r « I t h e O r ig in o f t h e 
T a lc a P a r t i a l l y S o lv e d . 
A famous literary problem ^liich 
Las puseled generations of scholars 
has just been solved, or partially 
solved. Ever since the great French 
Orientalist, Galland, gave the ‘‘Thou­ 
sand and One Nights” to the world, 
the stories which |8cheherazade told 
to her melancholy and murderous 
lord have stood at the top of popular 
fiction. Galland translated his tales 
from an Eastern manuscript which 
stopped short before the conclusion 
of the work. 
Galland, however, 
filled 
in 
the 
gap. 
lie 
added 
eleven stories, and thus presented 
the world with the “ Arabian Nights” 
in 
the 
form 
in 
which 
it 
is 
still most familiar. The imperfect 
manuscript from which he worked, is 
in existence; it contains no trace of 
auy one of the mysterious eleven 
stories, some of which have become 
the most popular of any in the whole 
collection. 
When we remember that 
they include such favorites as “Ali 
Baba and the Forty Thieves,” “The 
Bleeper Awakened,” the story of 
Prince Ahmed and the Pearl Hanou, 
the story of ttie “Envious Sisters, 
and “Alladdin and the Wonderful 
Lamp,” we need hardly be surprised 
If the puzzle of their origin has ex­ 
cited the liveliest curiosity. These 
taleB, whose sources were unknown, 
have made the deepest mark upon 
literature. 
Whenever Dickens, for 
example, 
refers to 
the “ Arabian 
Nights,” it is almost always to one 
of these tales. 
Where, then, did Galland get these 
stories ? 
Such has been the riddle of 
Arabists ever since they became fa­ 
mous. According to one theory, Gal­ 
land wrote them himself. In order to 
fill the gap in his “ Nights,” he in­ 
vented a series of stories which he 
palmed off upon Paris and the world 
as genuine Oriental fiction. 
This 
theory, however uncomplimentary to 
Galland’s honesty, was undoubtedly 
highly flattering to his literary fame. 
This theory of audacious literary 
imposture, however, did not long hold 
water. It was practically knocked to 
pieces when the Breslau text turned 
up containing the Arabic original of 
the story of the “ Sleeper Awakened.” 
When one original had been discov­ 
ered, 
the discovery of the otherB 
was to be hoped for. But the hope 
remainod unfulfilled. It was then sug­ 
gested that Galland had picked up 
these stories during his travels in the 
Levant. Students of the folk lore of 
other countries came across tales of 
remarkable similarity. 
There is a 
Greek tale of Syria, for instance, the 
“ Story of the Two Brothers and the 
Forty-nine Dragons,” which is strik­ 
ingly like “ Ali Baba.” 
The late 
Professor Palmer was very skeptical 
as to the Arabic origin of “ Aladdin.” 
But all this was speculation. Noth­ 
ing definite could be proved about the 
origin of the mysterious st< ries. For 
much more than 100 years their 
origin remained a mystery. During 
more than 100 years the original 
Arabic text of only one single story 
out of them all rewarded the perse­ 
verance and stimulated the enterprise 
of the scholars. 
Now at last, within this month, the 
mystery is partially, if not entirely, 
solved. 
M. Hermann 
Zotenberg, 
keeper of Eastern manuscripts in the 
JBibliotheque Nationale in Paris, has 
published within the last few days a 
volume called “ Histoire d’Ala A-Din, 
on la Lampe Merveilleuse: 
Text 
Arabe, public avec une Notice sur 
quelvues Alanuscrits des Mille-et-lJne 
Nuits.” This book settles decisively 
the question of the origin of Galland’s 
tales, on Galland’s own authority. M. 
Zotenberg has been fortunate enough 
to find Galland's journal, and Gal­ 
land’s journal records that on Mon­ 
day, 2&th of March, 1709, he met a 
certain M. Hanna, a Maronite of 
Aleppo, who had accompanied M. 
Paul Lucas, the Eastern traveler, to 
Paris. M. Hanna then, and at sev­ 
eral later dates, told him Eastern 
tales, of which Galland was careful to 
make 
copious 
summaries in his 
journal. These tales included “Alad- 
diD,” the story of “The Blind Man 
Baba Abdallah,” the story of “ Sidi 
Nouman,” the story of “The En­ 
chanted Horse,” the story of “The 
Envious 
Sisters,” 
the 
story 
of 
“ Ahmed and the Peri Iianou,” the 
story of “ Ali Baba,” the story of 
“ Khodia Hasan Al-Habbal,” ana the 
story of “ Ali-Khodja.” The Maronite 
Hanna even wrote out for Galland 
(the Arabic text of 
the story of 
..Aladdin. 
Here 
is indeed an astonishing 
revelation. The mystery of the tales 
«8 solved at last, so far as Galland is 
concerned, but it has passed from 
Galland to Hanna—to Ihe mystic 
Maronite who 
has vanished into 
space like one of his own euchantcrs. 
Whore did he get his marvelous bud­ 
get of tales? Who will tell us what 
became of him? 
Does Aleppo or 
Damascus rightly claim him? M. 
Galland, in his journal, attributes 
him indifferently to both these cities. 
Did 
he 
leave 
precious 
rnaau- 
ecripts behind him, and if so, what 
has become of them ? These are ques­ 
tions which must still tantalize the 
minds ot the curious. In any case, 
thanks to M. Zotenberg, one vexed 
literary problem has been set at rest 
forever. Antoine Galland was cer­ 
tainly not the inventor of “ Ali Baba,” 
“ Aladdin” and the rfist of the stories 
whose origin was till this month 
veiled in oljscurity. The year 1888 
is, we are tola by the wise, to be a 
lucky year. 
It has certainly begun 
luckily with the soluiion—partial, in­ 
deed, but still highly satisfactory—of 
a literary problem which has per­ 
turbed scholars for many irritable 
generations.—[London Daily News.

* Of SDorse the “something blue” can­ 
not well be worn in sight, a bride be­ 
ing dressed in white, and so it is usu- 
aUy*a garter. The “ something old” 
is gsnnislljr a piece of old lace, while 
tha“ somethin «borrowed ’ ’ can be a rib­ 
bon or any little thing; the value cuts 
no figure. There is a good deal that 
is new about eveiy bride’s attire, so 
no trouble is experienced there. 
Then follow the other supersti­ 
tions of the wedding. The ring in 
the bride's cake every one knows 
about; also the throwing of the bride’s 
boquet. The latter is a very pretty 
custom, and is ever attended by a 
great deal of excitement and jollity. 
The superstition of the bride’s garter, 
perhaps, is not so well known to the 
masculine sex. The incantations and 
ceremonies always take place in the 
seclusion of the bride’s 
apartment, 
just before she leaves the house, and 
the eyes of man are never permitted 
to gsse opon the performance. When 
the bride goes to her room to ex­ 
change her bridal dress for a travel­ 
ing gown, the bridesmaids accom­ 
pany her. 
Even unobserving men 
haus noticed that. The bride is then 
blindfolded and the bridesmaids cir­ 
cle around her until she loses track of 
the position of each, when she bands 
the garter to one of them. 
This gar­ 
ter, by the way, should be yellow, to 
make the result more certain. 
But there is one inconsistent feature 
about all this—one problem that none 
but a woman can solve. The bride- 
maid who pets the ring wben the 
cake ie cut is to be the first one mar­ 
ried. 
The bridemaid who catches 
the bride’s bouquet wben thrown is 
aleo to be first married, and so is the 
one who gets the bride’s garter. How 
can three be married first? This is 
the problem. 
Bah! It is just a pretty custom, 
you say; no one believes in it. 
“How is that?” was asked of a 
North Side young lady. 
“Indeed they do believe in these 
. .superstitions to a great extent,” she 
replied. “The old and new one is so 
firmly believed in that young ladies 
believe it almost imperative for brides 
to observe it. 
And the 
others? 
Well they have a sort of balf faith in 
them. 'I hey may laugh at them a 
little, bat they are awfully anxious to 
get the articles just the same. The 
pin? 
Oh, I know any number of 
girlB who would not dare to pass one 
by. Good, sensible girls they are, 
too, whom you would never suspect 
Of anything of that sort. Why, I sup­ 
pose you are entirely ignorant of the 
tact that lots of the girls to be seen at 
the balls and parties every night act­ 
ually wear yellow garters on their 
left legs all the year round, because it 
is the sign of an early marriage. This 
is a superstition brought from board­ 
ing schools, where the custom is to 
exchange garters every Halloween.” 
“Doyon mean that?” 
“ Indeed I do. It is one of the 
many superstitions observed in per­ 
fect good faith. Did you know that it 
was a sign of bad luck to put your 
shoes or slippers on the * table ? 
No? 
Wall, that also emanates from board­ 
ing-schools. 
I nearly frightened my 
room-mate into a fit by doing it 
thoughtlessly. 
Perhaps you didn’t 
know that it was a sign of good luck 
to have a dog follow you. It is, 
though, and, moreover, if it is a black 
dog, it indicates a dark husband, 
ana if it is a yellow dog it indicates 
a blonde one. 
Then if you hang 
a wishbone over the door, the first 
man who passes under it is to be 
your husband. 
I did it at once, and 
the plumber came in about ten min­ 
utes later. 
That destroyed my faith 
in that. You’ll always notice,though, 
that if i rou find a hair pin you’ll get a 
latter shortly afterward.” * 
Now, from this, pray do not think 
that all of these superstitions are be­ 
lieved in by every society girl. A few 
of them are general, but not so with 
all. 
Each girl has her own. 
And 
this is an enlightened age,too,and sup­ 
erstition is supposed to be a relic of 
barbarism. 
But we have it just the 
same, and many a girl has more faith 
in the consequences that will accrue 
from doing or not doing certain things 
than she will admit even to her most 
intimate friend.—[Chicago Tribune.
